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Reader’s Pro-Liturgy Typica Service (Obednitsa) for Sunday 
If we cannot make it to church for Divine Liturgy, we read this service in place of the Divine Liturgy 
at home. Those praying should gather in a clean, dedicated area (the icon corner, or dining room 
with a white cloth over the table), light a lamp or candle, venerate the Gospel (or Bible,) Cross, and 
icons of our Lord and his Mother, and begin the prayers thus: 


Presiding Reader (often the head of the household): Through the prayers of our holy fathers, 
O Lord Jesus Christ our God, have mercy on us and save us.

O Most Holy Trinity, have mercy on us. 

O Lord, cleanse us from our sins. 

O Master, pardon our transgressions. 

O Holy One, visit and heal our infirmities, for Thy name’s sake.
